“Thoughtful people everywhere,” 
the letter said, “have been gravely 
concerned with the steady increase 
in farm tenancy from 1880 to 1935. 
Since the earliest days of their his- 
tory, it has been an ideal of the 
American people that every Ameri- 
can should have an ownership in- 
terest in land or in some other 
means of production.” 

“Despite this fundamental objec- 
tive, we have seen farm tenancy in- 
crease relative to farm ownership 
decade by decade, An enduring 
agricultural civilization must be 
built on the firm foundation of 
homeand farm ownership. 

“Any long time improvement of 
the welfare of the nation And of 
farm people involves improvement 
of the tenancy situation. 

“The tenancy problem in_ the 
United States cannot be solved 
overnight, but through Govern- 
ment financing of land purchased 
by tenants, other countries, notably.

Robert V. Fleming Says U. S. 
Government and _ States 
Should Adjust Spheres. 


| By the Associated Press. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 22.— 
|Robert V. Fleming told the Amer- 
ican Bankers’ Association today 


that tax systems throughout the 
United States “should be placed on 
a sounder basis.” He said he 
spoké in a nonpartisan spirit with 
a view to stabilizing business. 

Fleming, who is president of the 
Riggs National Bank of Washing- 
ton, D. C., and also president of the 
A. B. A, made his recommenda- 
tions in a report to the A. B. A 
convention that opened here today. 

He said a better understanding 
between the Federal Government 
and the states was neéded. He 
suggested that this understanding 
should cover types of taxation to 
be levied by the respective govern- 
ments, and longer-range programs 
to permit corporations to make 
plans to meet the taxes. 

Criticising the undistributed prof- 
its tax, Fleming said: 

“I fear the effects of a penalty 
tax on a wide or even imperative 
accumulation of current earnings. 

. . Legislation which is aimed not 
only to raise revenue but to effect 
a social change must be considered 
most carefully if we would escape 
grave dislocations in our economic 
structure.” 

After citing evidences of some 
business recovery, Fleming said un- 
balanced Federal, State and mu- 
nicipal budgets and taxation prob-

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Why Stark Can’t Repudiate Pendergast. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

UBLIC men are preaching sermons 
P just now upon the need for Goy. Lan- 
don to repudiate William Randolph 

Hearst, and for Maj. Lloyd Stark to kick 

Boss Pendergast in the pants. But as 

both would be impracticable, neither is 

politically possible. 

Perhaps no man !n the United States 
contributed more to the nomination of 
President Roosevelt four years ago than 
Mr. Hearst. In fact, he has supported al- 
most every successful candidate for the 
presidency during the past 25 years, only 
to break with and pillory his favorite a 
short time after the election. 

There are many persons who regard 
Mr. Hearst as so much political ballast, 
but this is far from the truth. Pursuing 
a policy of taking a thread of truth and 
weaving a bolt of fiction, Hearst has 
built up an immense chain of publica- 
tions with impressive circulations. And 
while it may be charged that they are 
read largely in the coal-chute strata of 
society, they do, no doubt, influence 
many voters. Therefore, to ask Gov. Lan- 
don to throw Hearst overboard while 
crossing the stream is tantamount to 
asking the Governor j° he thinks he has 
good sense. 

Politicians are, after all, only poli- 
ticians. They may sometimes raise _ in- 
quisitive eyebrows as they behold the pa- 
rade, or even ejaculate: “Look what the 
cat brought in!” However, votes are 
votes, and, like Eugenie hats, must be 
recognized, no matter how they look. 

There is no line of demarcation _ be- 
tween the sheep and goats in politics, es- 
pecially during campaigns. And no po- 
litical machine can function as the bosses 
wish without its horde of burglars, skull- 
crushers and racketeers. Ballot-box stuf- 
fing, while characteristic of machine rule, 
is impossible without collusion of officials 
of both parties, and exposures just made 
by the Post-Dispatch prove that. If one 
element of officials at the polls is hon- 
est, election robberies would be averted, 
or, at least, exposed at the time they were 
committed. It is only when all officials 
at the polling places are corrupt or in- 
timidated that honest citizenship is dis- 
franchised, and the sanctity of the bal- 
lot box reduced to the level of the cus- 
pidor. 

Perhaps no State was ever so machine- 
ruled as is Missouri, and no boss more 
potent than Pendergast.

That embar- 
rassing situation must be due in part to the President’s 
encouragement of class hostility by his extravagant 
characterization of his political opponents as Tories, 
economic royalists and the like, who would ruthlessly 
grind their less fortunate fellows under heel.

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A PUBLIC DEFENDER FOR ST. LOUIS. 

After a campaign of almost a decade, the voluntary 
public defender system at last has gone into effect, on 
an experimental basis, in St. Louis. “Justice for the 
poor” was the motto under which a group of public- 
spirited citizens, headed by the late E. M. Gross- 
man, worked for its adoption. Experience in other 
cities has shown that the system realizes the hope of 
its slogan, in that it provides efficient legal aid free 
of charge for accused persons whose rights might 
not otherwise be fully protected in court. Public de- 
fenders are relied upon by courts to recommend pun- 
‘ishment, acquittal or parole, as the case seems to 
justify after the thorough inquiry made under this 
plan. One result in Los Angeles has been the virtual 
elimination of “jail lawyers,” mostly shysters who 
prey on needy prisoners and their relatives. 
The syatem has been launched in St. Louis by 
means of a grant of $9041 by the WPA, together with 
a contribution of $1400 from the local Voluntary De- 
fenders’ Association. While governmental aid is 
welcome, the enterprise is, of course, purely a local 
cause, which should be financed locally if it is to con- 
tinue. The future of the plan will depend largely on 
its workings in the six-month trial period. The goal 
then will be establishment of a public defender’s of- 
fice for St. Louis, for which an act by the State 
Legislature and an appropriation by the city will be 
required. With the approval of the Bar Association, 
the courts and Circuit Attorney Miller, the plan is 
now in effect. C. Lloyd Stanwood, an attorney, is its 
director, aided by a staff of 14 persons, including 10 
investigators. 
There is no reason why the plan, if efficiently ad- 
ministered, should not be as successful here as else- 
where in protecting the interests of needy defend- 
ants and forwarding the administration of justice. 


If the record justifies the present hopes, permanent 
addition of a public defender to the municipal gov- 
ernment will be a desirable step. 
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A JOB FOR THE LEGION CONVENTION. 


The St. Louis convention of the American Legion 
deserves to be remembered for electing, as national 
commander, Ray Murphy, who had not been in office 
very long before he disavowed the teachers’ oath 
legislation as unwise and not productive of the end 
sought.

Automobiles killed 3030 persons walking along rural highways in 1935 and injured 
11,620, but nothing is being done to remove this menace; former U. S. highway 
economist urges paths for pedestrians; says these could be built along all Federal 
and state roads for $200,000,000, less than cost of grade-crossing program. 


10-YEAR-OLD country boy was plod- 
A aire his way to school through a heavy 
storm. He was walking along the high- 
way, not by choice but by necessity; because 
there was no pedestrian path or sidewalk 
bordering the road. Two hundred feet from 
the schoolhouse, he was struck by a skidding 
motorist and killed. 
Multiply this schoolboy by 2000 and more 
men, women and children similarly killed 
every year along the public highways. Mul- 
tiply him by more than 10,000 injured under 
the same circumstances. Then you begin 
to get a picture of the one form of safety 
hazard which nobody seems to worry about, 
though it is one of the greatest menaces to 
our rural population. 
The dangers of pedestrian use of high- 
Ways, necessitated by the lack of footpaths 
or other bordering walks, can best be shown 
by contrasting the fatality figures with those 
for railroad grade crossings. In the public 
mind, these latter loom large, for they are 
spectacular catastrophes.

In the same 
year, 1935, the known number of deaths of 
such pedestrians was 3030, or nearly two 
and a quarter times the number at rail cross- 
ings, while the toll of the injured among 
those walking on rural roads was 11.620. 
This is more than two and a half times: the 
number injured at rail crossings. 

Obviously, these pedestrians, who as a 
elass are far less guilty of contributory neg- 
ligence than are the drivers of cars which 
collide with railroad trains, should have a 
measure of protection. As a matter of fact. 
the out-of-town pedestrian is the forgotten 
figure in the vast program for motor safety. 

Our country population is menaced by the 
careless motorist to the tune of some 14.650 
annually, killed or wounded—a roster of vic- 
tims which could be wiped out by the simple 
expedient of bordering all highways with 
some form of sidewalk. 

In the past, on the rare occasions when 
this suggestion has been discussed, it has 
been set aside because of the “prohibitive 
cost.” Careful estimates by engineers, how- 
ever, indicate that waterproofed paths, three 
feet in width, can be constructed in their 
simplest form for an average of 12 cents 
per linear foot, or $635 per mile. Allow 
$366, or more than 50 per cent of the esti- 
mated cost, for extras in the form of occa- 
sional drains and unforeseen eontingencies, 
and the average per mile is stil! only $1000, 
in the light ef such a cost factor, what

would an appropriation of $400,000,000, the 
equivalent of the proposed grade-crossing 
program, accomplish? It takes the simplest 
sort of arithmetic to show that at $1000 
per mile 400,000 miles of highway (or about 
20 per cent more than the combined Federal! 
and state systems) could be made safe for 
“democracy’—that part of our citizenry 
which measures its mileage in foot power. 
Actually, $200,000,000 would do about all that 
is reasonably necessary. 

A pedestrian path program would not 
only protect the lives of men, women and 
children, but would give widespread employ- 
ment of a valuable character. At least twice 
as many men could be employed in such a 
project as in one devoted to grade-crossing 
elimination, and it would save twice as many 
lives. 

A maximum of unskilled labor could be 
assured in loosening the soil with picks, this 
to be followed by disc-harrowing both before 
and after applying the waterproofing me- 
dium. Rolling by hand would adequately 
compact the mixture. Where funds per- 
mitted, a surface treatment of sand or stone 
chips would add to the quality of the job, 
while a paved sidewalk could be provided 
where conditions warrant. *

The possibilities of this form of safety 
were effectively demonstrated more than 30 
years ago by the League of American 
Wheelmen in providing large mileages of 
bicycle paths. True, those paths were not 
constructed for all-weather use; but with 
waterproofing materials in several competi- 
tive groups now adaptable to mixing with 
the soil to a depth of four or five inches, a 
dry footing can be provided in all seasons. 

The reaction of an average citizen to a 
proposal to protect the helpless is instinc- 
tively an eager approval, especially when the 
victims are women and children. Why not 
protect the helpless forgotten pedestrian 
and the reckless driver as well? The mount- 
ing total of fatalities makes one wonder why 
some of the effort expended in raking up 
leaves might not be profitably directed to 
life-saving path construction.

The police reported damage of 
about $10,000 to electrical cables 
leading into the basement of a 
building at 610 St. Charles street, 
housing a substation through which 
electricity is distributed to the Rail- 
way Exchange Building, 12 floors 
of which are occupied by the Fa- 
mous-Barr store. The police esti- 
mated the building occupied by 
Sonnenfeld's store was damaged 
about $1500 and the contents of the 
store about $500. Heat caused the 
breaking of plate glass show win- 
dows on the St. Charles street side. 

Electrical service also was cut 
off for the afternoon at the Ambas- 
sador Building, including the Am- 
bassador Theater, where a motfon 
picture program was interrupted. 


Lights On at 6:30 P. M.

Schools all over the country are 
doing a great deal to correct this 
condition. By extra lunches, secur- 
ing home co-operation, and con- 
tinued examinations of the entire 
school. It sounds simple, but often 
it requires superhuman effort to 
bring a group of undernourished 
children up to normal. 


A typical and well studied at- 
tempt was made a few years ago in 
my own city in the Lowell school. 
Here 41 per cent of children showed 
evidence of malnutrition in that 
they were 10 per cent underweight 
or more. 

To correct this, the first step was 
to institute mid-morning and mid- 
afternoon lunches. The food was 
planned to supplement the home 
dietary and to supply about half 
(1000 to 1200 calories) of the neces- 
sary day’s rations. Protective feed- 
ing, as developed by Dr. McCollum 
of Johns Hopkins, was followed. 
Each child got one to two pints 
of milk with cereal and fruit. 
Soups, vegetables and sandwiches 
made up the rest of the require- 
ments.

The Results of One's Work 
Must Be Acceptable and 
Cause Pride.

HEN teaching children to do 
W any sort of work be sure to 

arrange things so that the re- 
/sults will be acceptable to the 
| working child. [f 
'his finished work 
is not up to ex- 
| pectations he is 
discouraged and 
| it takes a lot of 
| initiative to over- 
come such dis- 
| couragement, 
| Make the firat 
| steps easy. If 
there is a diffi- 
| cult place for the 
beginner, be on 
| hand to help him 
iget by. If he gets 
|into trouble with 
‘his mateérial, or 
‘tools, go to his 
rescue, straighten him out, let him 
rest a while before going on. The 
'first steps in any new work are 
»hard to master, the learner is tim- 

id, his hands are inexperienced in 
the movements, and so are clumsy. 
Don’t act as though this surprised 
‘you, but smooth it over and help 
‘the child carry on. He will mas 
‘ter the difficulties sooner, and his 
idesire to continue the work will 
ilast longer. 

The brighter the intelligence of 
the worker the less help he will 
need. The duller the intelligence, 
the more help, the simpler the task, 
ithe sooner completed job are indi- 
cated. When the teacher is deal 
ing with children of low intelligences 
she will find it best to hand the 
child an almost completed task, 
He is shown how to make the fYn- 
ishing stitches, or strokes, and 1 
has the satisfaction of feeling he 
has completed a good job. It looks 
well. 

The finished job must look well 
‘to the worker or he will not want 
[to own it. There is no pride of 
'workmanship to be had in a poor 
job. This pride, however, 1s the 
i stimulus that is needed to make @
